EW ORLEANS, Dec. 18.—The for- 
mer United States gunboat Hornet, 
now lying in the Mississippi River 
at this city, is making preparations to 
clear this port at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning for Central American waters, 

The gunboat is being closely watched 
by United States marshals. Reports in 
Central American circles here say the 
Hornet is to ald in @ revolution to be 
started in Honduras by former Presi- 
dent Manuel Bonilla. 

The vessel is expected to clear under 
command of Capt. C. Johnson. The 
Hornet has hurriedly taken aboard 200 
tons of coal and provisions for thirty 
days. 

That the visit here of Dr. Salvador 
Castrillo, former Minister General to 
Washington from Nicaragua, has some- 
thing to do with the hasty clearing of 
the Hornet and that the expense is be- 
ing borne by him, is the report. 

OWNERSHIP IN DOUBT.‘ 


It also is rumored that the visit of the 
former President, Bonilla, to New Or- 
leans, several weeks ago, was for the 
purpose of securing a suftable craft 
that would be of assistance in striking 
a blow at the Davilla government.

At the time of Bonilla’s visit. the 
Hornet was owned by a New Orleans 
firm, which bought the boat from the 
government last year. It was about 
this time that the vessel was purchased

‘net and she is now In trim shape. 


She fs to take the place of the schoon-
